REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  DEPARTMENT  FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  31st 

DECEMBER,  1930. 


I.  Administration. 

(a)  Staff. 

Dr.  Charles,  Medical  Officer,  District  4,  on  leave,  was  granted  further  exten¬ 
sion.  He  resumed  the  duties  of  his  district  on  15.  4.  30. 

Dr.  Stewart,  Medical  Officer,  District  2  (North),  was  granted  9  days  casual 
leave  from  5.  3.  30. 

Dr.  Bonello,  Medical  Officer,  District  2  (South),  was  granted  3  months 
extension  of  leave  on  half  pay  from  19.  1.  30.  After  being  absent  from  the 
Colony  from  4.  7.  29,  lie  resumed  his  duties  on  4.  5.  30. 

Dr.  Gallwey,  Medical  Officer,  District  5,  was  granted  28  days  sick  leave  from 
10.  5.  30,  and  an  extension  to  21.  7.  30  on  which  date  he  resumed  his  duties. 
During  his  absence  the  duties  were  discharged  by  Drs.  Charles  and  Slinger. 

Dr.  Gregory  was  granted  3  days  sick  leave  in  June,  and  6  days  casual  leave 

in  October.

The  Communal  latrine  over  the  sea  on  the  Chateaubelair  beach  which  had 
been  destroyed  by  storm  damage  in  1929  was  rebuilt  and  improved  by  putting 
down  reinforced  concrete  piles.  The  expense  which  should  have  been  defrayed 
from  the  funds  of  this  small  town  was  far  in  excess  of  what  those  funds  could 
afford.  The  total  cost  just  over  £100  was  covered  by  a  special  warrant  of  £62, 
excess  vote  of  the  Sanitary  Department,  and  the  difference  from  the  town  funds. 

Owing  to  increased  expenditure  on  School  latrines  it  was  necessary  to  cur¬ 
tail  on  other  items. 

The  installation  of  the  Incinerator  for  Kingstown  proved  more  costly  than 
was  originally  anticipated.  In  addition  to  the  outlay  by  the  Public  Works,  the 
Sanitary  Department  spent  £31  on  various  requirements  found  necessary  to  give 
better  satisfaction.

was  no  epidemic  disease  during  the  year. 


There  was  no  epidemic  disease  during  the  year.  The  number  of  deaths 
exclusive  of  still  births  was  692  compared  with  903  in  1929.  Deaths  of  children 
under  l  year  166  ;  deaths  of  children  from  1  to  5  years  123. 

Diarrhoea  in  Children  under  2  years  of  aye — The  condition  was  practically 
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as  prevalent  as  in  former  years  but  the  type  was  apparently  less  severe.  It  was 
responsible  for  71  deaths  as  compared  with  118  in  1921).  In  persons  over  2  years 
of  age  there  Were  31  deaths. 

The  year  1930  was  dry  and  hot  but  distinctly  healthy.  The  birth  rate  was 
higher;  the  death  rate,  and  mortality  rate  of  children  under  1  year  of  age  mueb 
lower. 


2.  Communicable  Diseases — 

Mosquito  or  Insect  Borne — Malaria. 

The  district  returns  show  458  cases.  12  cases  were  treated  in  the  Colonial 
Hospital  with  1  death. 

Altogether  12  deaths  were  attributed  to  Malaria  during  the  year  but  there- 
was  no  definite  outbreak. 

The  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  is  of  opinion  that  in  certain  localities  the  culti¬ 
vation  of  cotton  is  more  favourable  to  the  breeding  of  mosquitoes  than  the  culti¬ 
vation  of  sugar  cane.  1  have  not  myself  been  able  to  verify  this. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  common  anophelme  carrier  of  the  island  is 
not  albimanus  but  argyritarsis.  This  is  stated  on  the  authority  of  Professor  Hoff¬ 
man  of  the  Porto  Pico  School  of  Tropical  Medicine  who  was  kind  enough  to 
indentifv  the  specimens  sent  him  from  St.  Vincent.

Chart  A  shows  in  graph  form  the  steady  decline  in  the  incidence  of  the 
disease.  That  incidence  is  *192  per  1,000  and  a  death  rate  of  '057  per  1,000  of 
the  population. 

508  antityphoid  inoculations  were  given  to  contacts  and  other  persons  resid¬ 
ing  in  the  neighbourhood  of  notified  cases.  An  effort  is  being  made  to  carry  out 
mass  inoculations  ;  as  far  as  we  are  able  roping  in  all  the  neighbourhood  of  a 
notified  case. 

Tuberculosis.  87  cases  were  notified,  70  of  whom  were  of  the  pulmonary 
type  ;  51  deaths  of  which  16  were  pulmonary.  I  cannot  record  progressive 
decline  in  this  disease  ;  on  the  other  hand  I  cannot  definitely  state  that  there  is 
any  increase  ;  the  system  of  notification  is  better.  Unfortunately  the  majority 
of  the  Pulmonary  cases  are  encountered  after  the  disease  is  advanced. 

•j 

Bad  housing  conditions  and  overcrowding  among  the  poorer  classes  are 
serious  obstacles  to  progress.  It  is  not  an  uncommon  occurrence  to  find  a  man, 
his  wife  and  (i  or  8  children  of  ages  ranging  from  1(1  years  to  6  months  living  in 
a  house  1(5  ft.  x  10  ft.  or  smaller,  divided  into  5  rooms  and  totally  unprovided 
with  ventilation.  To  obviate  the  dangers  arising  from  such  conditions  the  regula¬ 
tions  recently  brought  into  force  demand  that  new  buildings  are  to  be  provided 
with  ventilation  openings  of  a  total  area  equal  to  one  tenth  of  the  floor  space. 

In  addition  to  bad  housing  conditions  I  must  draw  attention  to  the  prevalence 
of  the  filthy  habit,  one  might  say  of  the  whole  population,  of  spitting  indiscrimi¬ 
nately  everywhere.  The  peasantry  do  not  like  to  have  their  attention,  called  to 
this  habit  as  they  invariably  destroy  every  notice  “  Please  do  not  spit  in  any 
public  place  ”. 

The  primary  school  teachers  should  be  persuaded  to  introduce  some  such  slogan 
as  is  displayed  in  the  printed  notices  into  the  daily  curriculum  of  the  school. 
Short  pithy  statements  on  subjects  intimately  associated  with  hygienic  conditions 
might  easily  occupy  a  couple  minutes  before  the  regular  school  work  begins  and 
a  couple  minutes  before  the  school  is  dismissed.  The  school  rooms  are  swept  out 
by  the  scholars  themselves,  and  it  has  been  brought  to  my  notice  that  on  occasions 
the  sweeping  is  being  continued  after  the  children  have  assembled  in  the  school 
room. 

Yaws  and  Syphilis.  In  1959  the  number  of  injections  given  throughout 
the  Colony  was  recorded  as  7,558  at  a  cost  of  £467.  15.  9.  In  1930  the  record¬ 
ed  injections  in  the  treatment  of  these  conditions  numbered  18,383  at  a  cost  of 
£357.  7.  5.  Previously  it  had  been  our  desire  to  run  an  intensive  campaign 
against  Yaws,  undoubtedly  the  most  prevalent  tropical  Condition  in  the  Colonv. 

The  problem  was  to  find  an  efficient  and  not  very  painful  preparation  for 
intramuscular  injection  at  the  various  dispensaries  and  so  cheap  that  the  Colony 
could  afford  an  unlimited  supply  for  all  cases  attending  and  requiring  such  treat¬ 
ment.  Of  the  arsenicals  the  preference  was  given  to  Kharsulphan  at  a,  cost  of  1/6 
for  each  average  mean  dose  of  ’3  gram.  To  continue  this  indefinitely  in  an 
intensive  campaign  would  cost  at  least  £1,000  per  annum.  Tn  May  Major  O’Brien, 
M.C.,  while  on  an  official  visit  to  the  Colony  suggested  to  me  to  trv  u  Sobita”, 
Sodium  Bismuth  Tartrate  (neutral).  This  preparation  has  been  supplied  in 
unlimited  quantities  in  a  mean  average  dose  of  1  gr.  per  c.c.  at  a  cost  of  about  ^d. 
for  such  a  dose.  In  consequence  the  nuifiber  of  injections  has  increased  to  over 
18,000  a  year.  The  District  Medical  Officers  report  favourably  on  its  use.  It  will  he 
given  a  fair  and  extended  trial.  In  addition  the  districts  are  still  supplied  with 
a  reasonable  amount  of  arsenical  preparations.  Ulcers  are  very  prevalent  in  the 
Colony.  Whether  the  result  of  Yaws  or  Syphilis,  varicosity  or  purely  ulcus 
tropicus  has  to  be  decided  by  the  individual  Medioal  Officer.  Failure  to  produce 
healing  by  prolonged  treatment  by  injection  will  often  depend  on  the  type  of 
ulceration. 

Diphtheria.  Two  eases  were  reported  from  ISo.  5  District  both  from  the 
settlement  known  as  Byera  Hill.  Female  child,  8  months  old,  reported  on 
17.  3.  30,  was  isolated  with  its  mother  at  Georgetown  Casualty  Hospital.  It 
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was  a  mild  laryngeal  type  and  cleared  up  quickly  following  two  antitoxin  injections. 
The  premises  were  disinfected,  contacts  kept  under  surveillance,  but  no  sub¬ 
sequent  case  developed  until  on  8.  4.  30  a  young  female  was  taken  from  the  same 
locality  with  a  suspicious  looking  throat.  This  was  classified  as  Diphtheria  and 
necessary  precautions  taken,  but  I  was  not  satisfied  clinically  of  the  accuracy  of 
the  diagnosis.

III.  General  Measures  of  Sanitation. 

Sewage  Disposal.  With  the  introduction  of  the  new  Sanitary  Regulations 
in  October  desirable  and  necessary  changes  were  effected  in  the  regulations 
governing  the  removal  and  disposal  of  sewage  matter  in  Kingstown.  Here  the 
pail  system  is  in  use  and  final  disposal  is  carried  out  by  dumping  the  materia] 
into  the  sea  from  the  ends  of  conveniently  placed  piers.  Heretofore  the  carriers 
were  allowed  to  pi}7  their  calling  between  8  p.m.  and  7  a.m.  ;  and  pails  were  not 
required  by  law  to  be  covered.  The  new  regulations  fix  the  hours  from  9  p.m. 
to  6  a.m.,  and  require  that  all  pails  be  provided  with  close  fitting  covers  so  as  to 
prevent  the  escape  of  offensive  odours.  The  owners  or  agents  of  barracks  and 
the  occupiers  of  premises  other  than  barracks  are  held  responsible  for  the  removal 
and  disposal  of  sewage  from  their  premises. 

Outride  Kingstown  and  the  sections  of  the  Small  Towns  near  the  sea,  the 
prevailing  type  of  privy  is  the  deep  pit  latrine. 

The  Sanitary  Department  since  its  reorganisation  in  1927  has  caused  2,682 
privies  of  all  types  to  be  built.  This  has  been  the  result  of  notices  and  verbal 
di  rections  to  householders. 

The  Department  is  now  requiring  from  the  peasantry  a  more  substantial 
structure  than  was  formerly  accepted.  Permission  was  granted  for  the  installa¬ 
tion  of  more  septic  tanks  of  which  there  are  now  47.  All  are  functioning 
satisfactorily,  though  at  times  handicapped  by  the  intermittent  supply  of  pipe 
borne  water. 

A  new  public  communal  latrine  over  the  sea  at  Chateaubelair  was  erected  at 
a  total  cost  of  £106. 


Scavenging  and  Defuse  Disposal.  The  system  instituted  in  1928  whereby 
all  the  streets  in  Kingstown  are  swept  and  cleansed  and  house  refuse  removed  by 
1  p.m.  daily  has  been  well  maintained. 

In  the  Small  Towns,  street  sweeping,  weeding  and  the  removal  of  house  refuse- 
are  carried  on  throughout  the  week.  In  Kingstown,  unsightly  boxes  have  given 
place  to  metal  covered  dust  bins.  Each  householder  is  required  to  provide  his 
own  bin.  The  Department  maintains  public  bins  in  the  market  square  and  along 
portions  of  the  bay  front.  From  the  passing  of  the  regulations  195  privately 
owned  metal  bins  have  been  provided. 
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AY  itli  the  erection  on  the  outskirts  of  Kingstown  of  a  Watson  Incinerator 
capable  of  destroying  4  tons  of  refuse  in  10  hours,  the  bulk  of  the  city’s  refuse  is 
now  incinerated.  Owing  to  the  high  percentage  of  combustible  material  in  the 
refuse  there  has  been  no  expense  in  the  purchase  of  fuel.  On  very  rainy  days  old 
motor  car  tyres  afforded  the  necessary  help. 

The  refuse  is  dealt  with  as  follows  : — The  carts  drive  up  to  the  incinerator 
and  deposit  the  loads  under  a  shed  in  front  of  the  feeding  door.  Two  men  with 
light  forks  do  the  sorting  ;  bottles,  tin,  broken  crockery  and  scrap  iron  are  sent  to 
the  clinker  heap  ;  dirt,  gravel  and  muck  from  the  gutters  is  trenched  ;  the  remain¬ 
der  is  burnt;  banana  stems  have  to  be  split  anu  dried  before  they  can  be  burnt. 

During  the  nine  months  of  operation  approximately  1,185  tons  of  refuse 
have  been  destroyed,  an  average  of  over  4  tons  a  dav. 

From  the  Small  Towns  8,517  donkey-cart  loads  of  an  aggregate  weight  of 
1,7  75  tons  of  garbage  have  been  removed  and  destroyed  by  dumping  and  partial 
burning  on  the  foreshore. 


Drainage .  No  new  public  drains  were  laid  down  during  the  year.  At  the 
instance  of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  468  foul  drains  were  cleared,  45  repaired  and 
40  new  ones  were  constructed  on  private  premises. 

Water  Supplies.  The  pipe  borne  supply  for  Troumaca,  laid  down  in  1929, 
has  proved  successful.  It  has  been  extended  to  include  the  village  of  Rosebank. 

In  Kingstown,  Georgetown,  Chateaubelair  and  Calliaqua  the  supply  was 
intermittent  during  the  dry  season. 

The  Kingstown  Board  at  considerable  expense  secured  an  additional  supply 
from  a  stream  which  runs  through  the  Montrose  Estate.  It  was  anticipated  that 
this  would  allow  a  continuous  supply  during  the  dry  season. 


Clearance  of  bush  and  undergrowth.  Overgrowth  in  and  around  premises 
was  reduced  by  cutting  down  123  trees  and  trimming  831  others.  615  yards 
were  cleared  of  weeds.  The  attack  on  excessive  vegetation  on  occupied  premises 
is  steadily  maintained.  Marked  signs  of  this  can  be  seen  in  Kingstown.  The  build¬ 
ing  regulations  require  450  square  feet  of  open  space  in  the  rear  of  buildings 

Sanitary  Inspections  and  Worl.  20,013  notices  and  verbal  directions  issued 
by  Sanitary  Inspectors  were  complied  with.  293  latrines  were  caused  to  be 
erected  and  202  repaired  ;  596  accumulations  of  manure  removed  ;  290  retail 
shops,  35  parlours,  115  bakehouses,  7,089  yards,  282  hog  swamps  and  40  cook 
shops  cleaned  ;  4  bakehouses  and  21  eaves  gutters  repaired  ;  58  cake  trays  made 
fly  proof  ;  366  boats  emptied  of  stagnant  water  ;  67  premises  lime  washed  ;  14 
premises  disinfected  for  infectious  diseases. 

Direct  Anti  mosquito  work  involved  the  oiling  of  106  drains  and  1,286  pools. 
Larvae  were  found  in  158  boats  and  on  449  premises. 

Deratisation.  1,155  rats  and  48  mice  were  caught  and  destroyed.  Traps 
are  lent  to  persons  applying  for  them  and  poisoned  baits  are  set  by  request. 


School  Hygiene. 

The  District  Medical  Officers  are  required  as  a  part  of  their  duties  to  make 
quarterly  visits  to  the  schools  in  their  respective  districts.  The  scope  of  the 
inspection  is  limited  to  a  report  on  the  general  condition  of  the  pupils  present, 
numbers  apparently  healthy  and  numbers  afflicted  with  skin  diseases,  yaws  and 
ulcers,  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  school  building,  yard  and  latrine.  128  such 
visits  of  inspection  were  paid  to  the  35  schools  of  the  Colony.  The  pupils  present 
on  these  occasions  numbered  15,910  ;  625  were  recommended  for  medical  treat¬ 
ment,  220  for  Yaws,  128  with  ulcers  and  251  with  skin  diseases. 

The  Sanitary  Department  is  wholly  responsible  for  the  erection  and  main¬ 
tenance  cf  School  Latrines. 
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The  Education  Department  and  the  School  Managers  are  responsible  for  the 
daily  cleanliness.

Labour  Conditions. 

Despite  the  general  world  depression,  unemployment  among  the  labouring 
classes  may  be  said  to  be  negligible. 

Sbyi,  Labourers  in  large  numbers  returned  from  the  oil  refineries  in  Curasao,  and 
the  sugar  estates  of  Cuba  and  Santo  Domingo,  but  were  able  to  find  employment 
on  the  roads  which  are  undergoing  reconstruction  and  on  the  cotton  plantations 
where  larger  areas  are  being  put  under  cultivation.  The  help  afforded  by  the 
expenditure  of  grants  and  loans  from  the  Colonial  Development  Fund  should 
maintain  the  level  of  employment  for  some  time  to  come. 

Housing  and  Town  Planning. 

For  our  present  purposes  the  housing  conditions  are  considered  as  they  exist 
in : — 

A.  Village  settlements  outside  of  Land  Settlement  Area*. 

B.  Village  settlements  in  Land  Settlement  Areas. 

6.  Estate  Barracks. 

D.  Small  Towns. 

E.  Kingstown. 

A.  The  Houses  in  this  class  are  built  by  the  occupiers  on  the  estates  of 
large  land  owners,  or  on  rented  or  freehold  lands.  In  the  former  case  the  estate 
owner  gives  the  labourer  a  free  house  spot  on  the  understanding  that  his  labour  is 
at  the  service  of  the  estate.  The  poorest  type  of  house  is  found  in  this  class  of 
settlement.  The  obvious  reason  appears  to  be  that  the  permanence  of  occupation 
does  not  necessarily  hold  out  a  reasonable  prospect  of  security  of  tenure.  This 
type  is  built  either  entirely  of  “  trash  ”,  wattled  sides  and  trash  roof,  or  “  wattle 
and  daub  ”  sides  and  trash  roof. 

A  typical  “  wattle  and  daub  ”  house  measures  about  13  ft.  by  9  ft.  and  is 
divided  into  2  rooms.  The  pillars,  posts,  sleepers,  runners  and  rafters  are  made 
of  native  undressed  lumber.  The  frame  work  of  the  sides  is  interlaced  with  strips 
of  bamboo,  or  (l  wattle’’,  a  species  of  wild  cane.  These  strips  form  a  support  for 
the  “  daub  ”  of  which  the  sides  of  the  house  are  made.  “  Daub  ”  consists  of  a  mix¬ 
ture  of  clay,  cow’s  dung,  wood  ash,  or  “  bit  tie  ”,  i.e.,  the  residue  from  the  manufac¬ 
ture  of  arrowroot  starch.  The  “daub”  is  puddled  in  a  hole  and  brought  to  the 
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proper  consistency  by  the  addition  of  water.  If  the  floor  is  just  beaten  clay  it  rests  on 
the  ground  :  if  made  of  wood  it  is  erected  one  or  two  feet  off  the  ground  on  the 
cut  stumps  of  trees  or  on  stones  poised  on  one  another.  The  roof  is  made  of 
bundles  of  trash  from  the  sugar  cane  or  bundles  of  grass  securely  tied  together  by 
strands  of  native  lianes.  A  “trash”  roof  keeps  the  rooms  cool  and  lasts  from  3 
to  5  years.  There  is  no  ventilation  when  window  and  door  are  closed  at  night. 

Now  a  house  lot  seldom  exceeds  bO  ft.  by  40  ft.  or  2,400  square  feet  on 
which  the  occupier  has  to  put  up  some  form  of  Kitchen,  and  a  pit  latrine,  in  some 
cases  a  donkey  shed.  In  all  probability  he  keeps  a  pig  or  a  goat. 

Before  the  passing  of  the  Public  Health  Ordinance  of  1927  no  latrine 
accommodation  existed. 

In  the  case  of  rented  or  freehold  spots  the  type  of  house  is  better. 
Structures  entirely  of  wood,  or  with  galvanised  roofing  begin  to  make  their 
appearance.  But  still  the  house  spots  are  too  small  and  cramped.  There  is  no 
provision  for  roads  or  water  ;  a  stream  or  a  spring  in  the  neighbourhood,  some¬ 
times  protected,  often  otherwise,  supplies  the  water  demand  ;  native  tracks  wind 
irregularly  among  the  houses  ;  there  is  no  provision  for  the  disposal  of  refuse  and 
garbage  except  by  the  estate  carts  which  periodically  remove  the  dumps  as 
fertiliser  for  the  growing  crops. 


B.  Village  settlements  in  Land  Settlement  Areas. 

These  exist  where  the  Government  have  acquired  large  estates,  cut  them  up 
into  holdings  and  sold  them  out  to  the  peasantry  on  easy  terms. 

Here  we  find  a  distinctly  better  type  of  house  due  no  doubt  to  the  better- 
economic  condition  of  these  settlers.  A  better  and  larger  residence  with  the 
necessary  domestic  conveniences,  larger  yard  space.  In  spite  of  the  noticeable 
improvement  in  the  type  of  house,  it  is  unfortunately  true  that  these  houses  are 
inadequately  ventilated  ;  and  the  yard  space  overcrowded  with  trees  and  shrubs 
which  though  of  economic  value  are  allowed  to  shut  out  the  air  and  sunshine  ; 
tropical  vegetation  is  allowed  to  run  riot  at  the  expense  of  the  beneficient  values 
of  fresh  air  and  sunshine. 

During  the  past  year  the  Government  has  been  able  to  provide  a  piped  supply 
of  pure  water  to  one  or  more  of  these  settlements.  Assistance  has  been  asked 
through  the  Colonial  Development  Act  to  enable  more  of  these  village 
settlements  both  in  classes  A  and  B  to  be  provided  with  the  blessing  and  luxury  of 
a  pure  water  suppty. 

C.  Estate  Barracks. 

These  are  building  erected  by  large  land-owners  to  house  their  labourers. 
They  are  occupied  free  of  rent.  But  the  occupier  is  expected  to  work  on  the 
estate.  A  typical  “  barrack  ”  is  a  one  storeyed  wooden  building,  covered  with 
thatch,  shingle  or  corrugated  iron,  divided  into  rooms  8  ft.  by  10  ft.  Each  room, 
shelters  a  labouring  man  and  his  family,  if  he  has  any.  No  provision  is  made  for 
cooking.  Water  is  usually  got  from  the  stream  that  drives  the  estate  mill. 
Apart  from  the  above  common  type  there  are  barracks  on  certain  estates,  which 
are  particularly  well  built  and  affording  many  conveniences  to  the  occupiers.  It 
is  worthy  of  note  that  nearly  every  estate  is  now  provided  with  deep  jut  latrines, 
for  the  use  of  its  barrack  tenantry. 

D.  The  Small  Towns  are  larger  villages,  5  in  number  situated  on  the  coast 
line,  3  on  the  Leeward,  2  on  the  Windward  side  of  the  island.  They  enjoy  a 
certain  amount  of  local  self  government.  Such  control  measures  have  tended  to 
the  erection  of  better  built  houses,  and  the  maintenance  and  upkeep  of  better 
roads.  They  are  provided  with  a  pipe  borne  water  supply,  which  though  in  some 
cases  by  no  means  perfect,  ensures  a  good  wholesome  supply  of  drinking  water 
for  the  communitv. 
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The  revenue  derived  from  rates  and  taxes  is  too  small  in  amount  to  render 
any  immediate  improvement  possible  without  assistance  from  the  general  funds 
of  the  Colony. 

Each  small  town  is  scavenged  daily,  and  each  is  supplied  with  a  communal 
latrine  built  over  the  sea. 

Laxity  of  the  local  control  measures  has  resulted  in  excessive  overgrowth  and 
the  building  of  two  or  more  dwelling  houses  where  only  one  should  be  allowed, 
i.e.  a  gradual  and  progressive  diminution  of  available  yard  space. 

E.  Kingstown  the  capital  town  of  the  Colony  is  under  the  control  of  a  munici¬ 
pal  board  of  management,  some  elected,  others  nominated  by  the  Government.  The 
Board  has  or  should  have  plenary  powers  for  exercising  its  control.  Since  its 
inception  it  has  done  splendid  work,  but  T  am  of  opinion  that  it  has  not  exercised 
all  that  is  expected  of  it  in  supervising  and  carrying  out  its  duties  in  connection 
with  the  housing  problem  of  the  municipality.  In  this  area  the  labouring  peasan¬ 
try  live  in  the  poorer  localities  known  as  Paul’s  Lot  and  Bottom  Town.  Here 


the  houses  are  becoming  more  and  more  dilapidated,  yard  space  curtailed  and 
often  filled  with  debris  ;  barrack  rooms  are  small,  dirty  and  overcrowded.  Paul’s 


Lot  is  an  area  of  land  acquired  by  the  town,  originally  well  laid  out  in  house 
spots,  with  definite  though  narrow  road  communications.  The  roads  have  been 
encroached  on  and  in  one  case  actually  built  on. 

Each  house  spot  was  intended  for  one  dwelling  house  ;  by  degrees  the 
Kitchen  has  been  turned  into  living  quarters.  Paul’s  Lot  does  not  enjoy  the 
same  privileges  as  the  rest  of  the  town  in  the  respect  of  roads,  lighting,  water 
supply,  and  the  class  and  type  of  house  permissible  of  erection. 

The  activities  of  the  Sanitary  Department  have  been  devoted  during  the  past 
two  years  towards  trying  to  effect  improvements  in  the  various  defects  alluded  to 
above. 

The  minimum  area  prescribed  for  a  house  lot  is  50  ft.  x  75  ft.,  i.e.,  3,750 
square  feet,  with  the  proviso,  inserted  at  the  wish  of  the  Unofficial  Members 
of  the  Legislature,  that  the  Sanitary  Authority  may  at  its  discretion  approve  a 
smaller  area.  The  “  black  ”  Caribs  at  Rosebank  petitioned  the  Government  that 
their  houses  were  in  danger  of  being  washed  away  by  storm  water  from  the  hill 
sides  and  ravine  near  their  settlement.  They  refused  the  offer  to  transfer  the 
settlement  to  the  flatter  lands  of  Wallibou  and  were  finally  accommodated  by  the 
Government  with  another  hillside  inaccessible  to  any  form  of  wheel  traffic. 

During  the  last  two  months  of  the  year  16  building  notices  were  approved.

Two  copies  of  this  Notice  are  to  be  made  out  and  sent  to  the  Chief  Medical  and  Health  Officer  through 
the  District  Sanitary  Inspector,  at  least  14  days  before  the  proposed  date  for  commencement.  An 
approved  copy  must  be  kept  on  the  work  during  its  progress. 


Food  in  Relation  to  Health. 

Registered  premises  engaged  in  the  preparation  and  sale  of  food  include  222 
provision  shops,  65  parlours,  46  bakehouses,  10  aerated  water  factories,  10  cook 
shops,  6  groceries  and  1  dairy. 

1,126  medical  certificates  of  freedom  from  infections  diseases  were  issued  to 
persons  engaged  in  the  preparation  and  sale  of  food. 


Meat.  In  the  Kingstown 
sheep,  106  goats  and  336  pigs. 


Abattoir  there  were  slaughtered  615  cattle,  146 
No  animals  are  imported  for  slaughter.

samples  of  milk 


Milk.  371  milk  vendors  and  dairymen  were  licensed, 
were  tested  ;  15  were  found  adulterated. 

Inspectors  are  provided  with  lactometers  and  are  instructed  to  take  readings 
of  samples  of  milk  from  time  to  time,  and  to  send  to  the  central  office  samples 
giving  abnormal  readings,  high  or  low. 

The  Babcock  Milk  Test  is  used  for  determining  the  percentage  of  fats  and 
non-fatty  solids. 

The  products,'  milk,  butter  and  cream,  of  the  Ottley  Hall  Dairy  which  sup¬ 
plies  the  Government  Institutions  continue  to  reach  a  high  standard  of  purity. 


Bread.  The  standard  of  cleanliness  of  the  bakehouses  was  satisfactory. 
Before  a  bakehouse  can  be  licensed  it  has  to  be  certified  by  the  District  Sanitary 
Inspector  as  complying  with  the  bakehouse  regulations. 

119  medical  certificates  were  issued  to  bakers. 


Unsound  Food.  4  casks  of  codfish,  7  barrels  of  herrings,  12  tins  of  salmon, 
4  tins  sardines  and  25  bottles  of  preserved  fruit  were  seized,  condemned  and  dis¬ 
posed  of  as  unfit  for  human  consumption. 


Measures  taken  to  spread  the  Knowledge  of  Hygiene  and  Sanitation. 

Lantern  lectures  on  Tuberculosis,  Hookworm  and  Malaria  were  continued. 
Lantern  slides  on  Child  Welfare  and  the  work  of  the  Red  Cross  during  the  Great 
War  have  been  added  to  our  supply.  The  best  attended  lecture  was  given  by  the 
Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  in  the  Anglican  School  house  at  Barrouallie. 


Training  of  Sanitary  Personnel. 

Seven  candidates  took  the  the  annual  course  of  lectures  and  demonstrations 
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and  sat  the  qualifying  examination  ;  6  passed  and  were  awarded  the  local  certifi¬ 
cate. 

The  entire  staff  of  inspectors  is  now  locally  qualified. 

The  fees  collected  amounted  to  £6.  19.  10. 

Mosquito  collecting  apparatus  was  purchased  and  more  books  added  to  the 
Sanitary  Inspectors’  Library. 


Prosecutions. 

For  various  breaches  of  the  Public  Health  Ordinances,  63  cases  were  laid  ;  all 
were  convicted.  In  many  cases  the  defendants  were  simply  cautioned  and 
“  abatement  orders”  made  against  them. 

The  fines  imposed  amounted  to  £17.  16.  6. 

I  desire  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  for  his  work 
and  the  help  I  have  received  from  him  during  the  year.  I  am  also  indebted  to 
him  for  copious  notes  and  tables  prepared  for  me  for  this  section  of  the  report. 

The  Sanitary  Inspectors  have  worked  well  and  faithfully  during  the  year, 
vying  with  each  other  in  efforts  to  improve  the  sanitary  conditions  of  their 
respective  districts.

Hospital. 

Ante-Natal  Clinic. 

The  Clinic,  the  first  of  its  kind  in  St.  Vincent,  was  opened  on  March  3rd, 
1930.  During  the  period  from  its  inception  to  the  end  of  the  year  1930  patients 
attended  for  examination  from  beyond  the  limits  of  Kingstown,  even  from  Bar- 
rouallie  and  the  distant  islet  of  Canouan. 

The  greatest  value  lies  in  its  preventive  work  ;  the  forestalling  of  the 
dangerous  and  often  fatal  complications  of  pregnancy,  eclampsia,  obstructed 
labour,  &c.  Fortunately,  cases  of  contracted  pelves  are  not  common. 

Like  most  beginnings  the  clinic  has  not  been  fully  understood  at  first.  One 
is  not  to  be  disheartened  at  a  case  or  two  failing  to  return  for  successive  examina¬ 
tions  when  instructed  to  do  so. 
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Examination  and  advice  are  free,  and  medical  treatment  if  necessary.  The 
numbers  have  been  encouraging,  but  there  is  no  reason  why  all  expectant  mothers 
of  the  working  class  in  Kingstown  should  not  attend  the  Clinic. 

The  Clinic  is  held  weekly  on  Tuesdays  at  10  a.m.  The  Resident  Surgeon  is 
in  charge  with  2  nurses  in  attendance,  of  whom  at  least  one  is  a  fully  qualified 
midwife.  After  examination  the  patient  is  advised  as  to  her  mode  of  life,  diet 
exercise,  &c.,  up  to  the  time  of  her  confinement. 

Suspected  cases,  i.e.,  cases  suspected  to  deviate  from  the  normal,  or  with  an 
accompanying  disease  of  the  heart  or  kidneys,  are  advised  to  return  monthly  or 
fortnightly  as  considered  necessary  for  further  examination. 

A  careful  record  of  all  examination  is  kept  as  well,  as  well  as  an  Index  for 
future  reference. 

For  the  period  March  3rd — December  31st,  1930,  85  patients  attended  the 
Clinic.  Some  of  these  presented  themselves  three,  four,  or  more  times.  Of  this 
number  65  or  76'5  7  were  confined  in  the  Maternity  Wards  of  the  hospital. 

The  great  majority  of  the  patients  who  attended  the.  Clinic  were  advised  to 
have  their  confinements  in  the  Maternity  Ward  of  the  hospital. 

During  the  period  under  review  there  was — 

(a)  1  case  of  Eclampsia  among  the  attendants  at  the  Cliidc.  This  case  came 
from  far  in  the  Country  and  did  not  attend  regularly.  In  the  period  previous  to 
the  Clinic,  3  eases  of  Eclampsia  were  admitted  to  the  Maternity  Wards,  one  of 
whom  died. 


(/>)  1  case  of  instrumental  labour.  This  attended  the  Clinic  once,  and  was 
warned  to  attend  subsequent  Clinics  but  failed  to  do  so. 

(c)  No  case  of  puerperal  sepsis. 

Dr.  Lai  Kiow  writes  that  he  can  safely  say  that  the  Clinic  lias  justified  its 
existence  and  has  proved  of  great  benefit  to  the  mothers  of  the  working  class 
of  the  community. 

If  the  Clinic  is  to  be  continued  permanently,  and  it  should  be,  the  question 
of  increased  accommodation  will  have  to  be  considered.

The  Total  still-births  is  four  in  excess  of  the  number  in  1929.  17  were  legiti¬ 

mate  ;  93  were  illegitimate.  The  greatest  number  is  recorded  as  occurring  in 
Kingstown — 36. 

Apart  from  the  ravages  of  disease  as  shown  b}r  the  hospital  returns  of  14 
macerated  babies  in  a  total  of  24  still-births,  there  still  continues  sufficient 
evidence  to  guarantee  the  assertion  that  the  type  of  attendance  practised  by  the 
grannies  in  the  Colony  is  far  from  satisfactory. 

Of  20  deaths  from  Tetanus,  13  occurred  in  the  newly  born;  4  in  No.  1 
District,  2  in  No.  3  District,  5  in  No.  4  District  and  2  in  No.  5  District. 

It  is  noteworthy  that  no  case  of  Tetanus  neonatorum  has  been  recorded  in  the 
districts  on  the  leeward  coast  though  it  is  admitted  or  believed  that  the  conditions 
of  the  peasantry  are  on  a  poorer  financial  scale  on  this  coast  line  as  compared  with 
the  conditions  existing  on  the  windward. 
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VI.  Hospitals  and  Dispensaries. 

The  statistical  returns  of  the  work  performed  during  the  year  are  appended. 
\t  the  Colonial  Hospital  new  baths  were  fitted  in  tlie  Maternity  and 


■Children’s  Wards.  The  latter  ward  was  ceiled.  A  new  telephone  switch,  board 
was  installed,  and  various  minor  repairs  effected  whenever  necessary. 

'J'he  dispensary  at  the  Cedars  was  painted  and  repaired. 

At  La, yon  new  quarters  were  obtained  by  taking  over  2  rooms  in  the  newly 
established  Recreation  Building. 

In  January  subsidiary  Dispensaries  were  fitted  up  at  the  Police  Stations  at 
Colonarie  and  (J.alliaqua,  equipped  and  stocked  with  drugs. 

In  August  a  similar  subsidiary  dispensary  with  a  resident  dispenser  was 
established  at  Sandy  Bay  on  the  north  eastern  side  of  the  island.  This  supplies 
a  long  felt  want.  The  dispenser  stationed  here  also  acts  as  a  Sanitarv  Inspec¬ 
tor  and  visits  weekly  the  settlements  from  Orange  Hill  to  Fancy.  The  Medical 

C/  o 

Officer  No.  5  .District  attends  at  this  Dispensary  once  a  fortnight.  The  establish¬ 
ing  of  this  dispensary  was  strongly  advocated  by  the  Honourable  A.  Da  Santos, 
Unofficial  Member  of  the  Legislative  Council,  elected  for  the  Windward  division, 
and  with  the  establishment  there  was  promise  of  improved  road  surface  whereby 
the  Medical  Officer  might  be  able  to  visit  weekly,  and  the  extension  of  the 
telephone  service. 

Such  dispensaries  in  the  distant  parts  of  each  district  are  a  distinct  improve¬ 
ment  on  the  ordinary  visiting  station,  and  a  great  convenience  lo  the  sick  poor  of 
the  area  supplied.  It  is  anticipated  that  a  subsidiary  dispensary  will  be  opened 
up  at  Mesopotamia  Police  Station  early  in  January,  1931  and  at  Troumaca  later  in 
the  year. 

The  Southern  Grenadines.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Carriacou  paid  22  visits 
to  Union  Island,  1 1  to  Mayreau,  and  11  to  Canonan.  He  records  509  as  the 
number  of  attendances  on  cases.  11  The  most  outstanding  climatic  feature  during 
the  year  was  the  prolonged  and  severe  drought  which  had  a  deleterious  influence 
on  crops  throughout  the  Grenadines  and  accounted  for  a  great  shortage  of  water 
supply,  a  problem  which  is  dependent  solely  on  rainfall.  "Taking  into  considera¬ 
tion  this  depressing  factor  one  cannot  say  that  the  health  conditions  for  the  year 
have  been  bad.  The  principal  diseases  treated  during  the  period  under  survey 


were  Ascariasis  107  cases,  Malaria  18,  Diarrhoea  in  Children  33,  Syphilis  congeni¬ 
tal  and  acquired  38,  Yaws  1J.  Flo  case  of  Yaws  was  seen  in  Mayreau.  The 
main  drainage  in  the  Ashton  valley  was  opened  and  the  drainage  of  swamps  in 
Union  Island  was  accomplished  under  the  district  Sanitary  Inspector  who  further 
showed  his  activity  by  giving  lectures  at  various  centres  on  the  proper  disposal  of 
human  discharges,  manure  and  garbage,  and  stressing  how  important  these  things 
are  in  preventing  fly  borne  disease.  As  a  result  of  his  efforts  he  was  instru¬ 
mental  in  securing  the  construction  of  15  new  latrines  during  the  year.  ” 

The  attendance  on  cases  rendered  by  the  resident  dispenser  numbered  293. 

The  services  of  the  two  nurse  “  Grannies  ’’  at  Union  Island  were  dispensed 
with  and  a  better  qualified  and  certificated  Nurse-Midwife  stationed  there  in  their 
place. 

The  Medical  Officer  No.  1  District  should  visit  Bequia  fortnightly.  Owing 
to  the  difficulties  of  transport  he  only  paid  ,J4  visits. 

His  attendances  number  195.  The  attendances  of  the  resident  dispenser 
•lumber  757. 

The  total  attendances  rendered  by  district  Medical  Officers  at  the  various 
dispensaries  and  visiting  stations  number  30,556  ;  those  rendered  by  resident 
dispensers  at  Union  Island,  Bequia  and  Sandy  Bay  amount  to  1,541.

One  prisoner  was  transferred  to  the  Lunatic  Asylum  and  another  to  the 
Leper  Asylum. 


Lepers. 

In  1929,  early  March,  3  lepers,  1  boy  and  2  girls,  were  discharged  ;  all  3 
were  children  from  the  same  family.  Improvement  following  injections  of 
Moogrol  tempted  us  to  allow  them  out;  of  the  institution  under  the  same  continued 
treatment  as  outpatients  at  the  Central  dispensary.  In  July  the  boy  and  a  girl 
were  readmitted.  Improvement  had  ceased  and  they  appear  to  be  getting  worse. 

In  1930,  1  male  was  transferred  to  the  Colonial  Hospital  for  closer  observa¬ 
tion  and  treatment  following  an  injection  of  Alepol.  He  was  readmitted  to  the 
Asylum.  A  female  prisoner  was  allowed  discharge  after  she  had  served  her 
period  to  continue  as  an  out  patient  dispensary  case.  She  is  still  a  regular  out¬ 
patient  attendant  and  has  continued  to  show  improvement  with  injections  of 
Alepol. 

At  the  end  of  April,  1930,  treatment  by  injections  of  Alepol  was  commenced. 

During  the  year  5  males  (including  1  out  patient)  and  5  females  (including  2 
out  patients)  have  been  under  regular  treatment  with  Alepol.  The  improvement, 
if  any,  is  too  indefinite  during  the  short  period  under  review. 

At  December  31st,  1930,  there  were  6  male  and  10  female  lepers  in  the 
Asylum,  and  in  isolation  outside  3  males  and  5  females,  making  a  total  of  24 
known  leuers  in  the  Colony. 

Further  efforts  have  been  made  to  improve  the  sanitary  and  hygienic  condi¬ 
tions  in  the  Pauper,  Lunatic  and  Leper  Asylums  situated  at  Fort  Charlotte. 
Altogether  a  sum  of  £90  has  been  expended  during  the  year  by  the  Public  "Works 
Department.
